Die of Suffocation. 


Canonsburg 
Pa., 
Aug. 
28.— A re­ 
vised list of tho dead shows a total of 
twenty-six victim s of tho panic in the 
little Canonsburg opera house here Sat­ 
urday night. 
Tw» nty-flve others are 
In a serious condition and thirty more 
ire suffering minor hurts. 
All tho fa­ 
talities resulted from suffocation. The 
panic was inexcusable. 
During a performance a moving pic- 
ure machine developed a slight de­ 
fect Th* re was a sharp clicking sound 
heard in the operating room over the 
rear of the auditorium; a small boy 
shouted “ tire;” a brawny miner, a for­ 
eigner, fled in terror down the aisle— 
and in a few moments scores of people 
— most of them women and little chil­ 
dren- were 
piled 
in 
a 
writhing, 
■creaming, lighting mass in the stair­ 
way leading from the st retd. 
W hen Hollis Dubrowski, the miner, 
■tarted for th** exit, his eyes bulging 
and his swarthy face blanched with 
fear, the crowd followed him, fighting, 
struggling, like so many wild animals 
on a stampede. 
Women and children 
were crushed and jammed 
a- 
they 
struggled frantically to escape fro;.-; 
the supposed conflagration. 


Trips and Rolls Down Steps. 


At the head of the stairs the big 
miner tripped and 
rolled down th* 
steps, sweeping others from their feet 
who were standing In line, waiting for 
the s 'cond “ show .” 
In a few seconds there was an in­ 
describable jumble of human forms— 
those Ae* jug in terror and tho »• who 
were 
struggling to enter the 
little 
playhouse. 
No one seemed to have even a sem­ 
blance of common sense. 
Pandemo­ 
nium reigned. 
Shrieks and wailing? 
of children, mingled with the curses 
of some of the men and tho cries of 
the terror stricken women, m a n y of 
whom hugged their children to their 
breasts, but to he trampled down and 
■mothered. 
fine woman threw her Infant out of 


h window to save its life. 
A fireman 
caught the baby in his arms as it 
descended, else its brains would have 
been dashed out against the pavement. 
Volunteer firemen arrived promptly. 
These, assisted by several police offi­ 
cers and level headed citizens who 
were passing, untangled the human 
mass at the foot of the stairway. 


Rescued Scream Like Maniacs. 


The unhurt were pulled from the 
top of tile pile. 
-Vs they gained the 
street they ran screaming like mani­ 
acs in all directions. 
Next came the 
more seriously hurt and these were 
sent home or taken to nearby houses, 
while a few were rushed, unconscious, 
to hospitals. 
Then the rescuers came to the si­ 
lent forms of those who had reached 
the fatal stairw ay first. 
One after 
another the victims, many of them 
women and small children, were car­ 
ried to tile sidewalk. 
All had been 
suffocated. 
Their eyes stared wide 
in terror. 
The body of Dubrowski, the huge 
m iner whose fall during his flight to 
escape from the theater, caused the 
death of more than a score, wras found f 
at the bottom of the pile of dead. 
Dubrowski fought like a fiend to re- . 
gain his feet after rolling to the bot- | 
tom of the stairs and upsetting a mim- I 
ber of people waiting to enter the 
place. 
So great was his strength that 
he raised himself on his knees under 
th? struggling mass of humanity, but 
was crushed down again as if he had 
been but so much paper, so immense 
was the weight on top of him.

Too Great for Rails at Present in Use. 


New York, Aug. 28.— The wreck of 
j the Lehigh Valley express train at 
Manchester, 
with 
its death 
roll of 
j thirty three and sixty-nine injured and 
the fact that 
within 
the past 
six' 
I weeks three other express trains run­ 
ning at high speed have been wrecked 
in practically tile same manner, has 
filled 
the operating 
officials of 
the 
great Eastern railw ay systems with 
dismay. 
In each four wrecks the road­ 
beds were in perfect condition and 
j every known precaution for the pre- 
; vent ion of such accidents had been 
taken. 
It Ii* came known as a result of the 
Lehigh 
Valley wreck that the r-til 
roads are making a thorough investi­ 
gation of these wrecks and already j 
the investigators have come to some ; 
rather startling conclusions. 
Raymond J, Paschal, a well known 
civil engineer and an expert in rail­ 
road building, said: 
“ The whole trouble is that the roll­ 
ing stork of the fast trains has lie- 
come too heavy for tile standard rails 
now in use. 
The weight of locomo­ 
tives and of steel passenger coaches 
has 
enormously 
increased 
of 
late 
years and still is increasing. 
Then in 
the fast train service tile practice of 
putting two locomotives to a heavy 
train is becoming common. 
“ W ith the present rails this enor­ 
mous weight when traveling at a high­ 
er rate of speed til an thirty-five or 
forty miles an hour tends to spread 
the rails and a wreck follows. 
There 
is only one remedy, heavier rails must • 
he used for the fast trains. 
“ Some of 
the schedules 
between 
here and Chicago < all for sixty or sev­ 
enty miles an hour at times. 
W ith 
the present weight of rolling stock 
nothing short of 120-pound rails can 
he depended upon to stand the enor­ 
mous pressure.”
